Allies Lift

PARIS, Aug. 13.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]—The lifting of the eco- 
nomic barrier of the Rhineland on 
Sept. 15, if Germany pays the amount 
it undertook to pay under the London 
ultimatum™“and agrees to remove the 
boycott against French goods, was de- 
cided on at the final session of the 
allied supreme council today. 

‘It was decided, however, to main- 
tain the occupation of Ruhrort, Duis- 
burg and Duesseldorf until the next 
meeting of the council, which, it is un- 
derstood, will be held previous to the 
Washington disarmament conference. 
At that time, Premier Briand ‘consent- 
ed, the question of the occupation of 
the right bank of the Rhine should be 
reconsidered. 

Briand Answers Ourzon. 

With the question of the disposition 
of Upper Silesia out of its hands, the 
council went to work today on other 
matters. 

The decisions were reached after M. 
Briand, as president of the council, re- 
plied to attacks made by Lord Curzon, 
the British foreign secretary, and Sir 
Robert Stevenson Horne, chancellor of 
the British exchequer, against what 
was termed the present expensive sys- 
tem of administering the treaty, espe- 
cially the occupation of the Ruhr re- 
gion. 

This, Lord Curzon said, “is very 
costly and also irritating to German 
national sentiment and pride.” 

It was agreed to create an interal- 
lied commission of financial experts, on 
which the United States would be 
represented, to study ways and means 
for reduction in occupation costs. 

“The French government,” M. 
Briand replied, “has no _ intention 
whatsoever of hurting Germany’s na- 


WOM this fund “uniess or un- 
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tional sentiment or maintainig occu- 
pation of the Ruhr cities indefinitely. 
But there also is the natidnal senti- 
ment of France to be taken into ac- 
count. 

Action Taken by All. 

“Occupation of Duisburg, Ruhrort, 
and Duesseldorf was decided jointly 
by France, England, Italy, and Bel- 
gium because of the repeated failures 
of the German government to fulfill 
its obligations under the Versailles 
treaty.” 

M. Briand was convinced that the 
Wirth government now is making all 
efforts to live up to the undertakings 
entered upon after the London ulti- 
matum. 

Marshal Foch’s military committee, 
after it had been decided to maintain, 
military control] in Germany, was en- 
trusted with the task of deciding how 
such control was to be exercised, 
whether by commissions on the spot, 
as now is the case, or otherwise. 

The American and British armies of 
occupation, according to a recommen- 
dation by the allied financial commit- 
tee, should be paid by Germany at the 
rate of the upkeep of French soldiers 
on the Rhine plus two gold marks daily 
per man. It is proposed that this new 
rate of reimbursement date from 
May 1. 

The council decided the international 
famine relief commission will not be 
merely interallied, but Sweden, Den- 
mark, Norway, and other neutral coun- 
tries will be asked to join with the en- 
tente countries and the United States, 
each to appoint three delegates. 

Avoid Political Contact. . 

The commission's relations with Rus- 
sia are to be unofficial and humanita- 
rian, not political. 

Financial aid for Austria was con- 
sidered next. In this connection a 
resolution was adopted urging the 
American congress to hasten passage 
of legislation which, it was stated, 
would enable the Austrian financial re- 
lief plan to be put into operation.

BRITISH TAKE | 
TIP FROM BATS 


FOR AIRPLANES 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 13.—British 
aviation scientists have solved the se- 
cret of how bats avoid objects they 
cannot see, and are applying their dis- 
covery to air craft in the hope of 
safeguarding them against collisions. 
Reports of the experiments, made pub- |’ 
‘lic here today by an army aviation 
statement, said progress was being 
made with devices adapted from studies 
of the bats which would act as pre- 
ventives against collisions of aircraft. 

According to the statement, the scien 
tists blindfolded a number of bats and 
released them in a room which was 
crossed with many wires and parti- 
tioned from another room by a grid 
containing holes just larg 
the bats to fly through. The flying 
mammals never touched a wire and 
flew through the holes with ease. 

The experiments revealed the bats’ 
secret. 
note, often inaudible to the ear, which 
would bound back from the wires and 
partition, conveying accurate informa- 
tion to the bats’ sensitive ears and en- 
abling them to map out space with 
exactness. 

Aeronautical experts believe that air- 
planes can do the same thing. The

Ulster Remains Implacable. 

“I have done my: best tocbring about 
such a_ meeting,” writes Gen. Smuts, 
“but Sir James Craig, while willing to 
meet you in a conference with Prime 
Minister Lloyd George, still remains 
unwilling to meet you without his pres- 
ence and nothing that I have been able 
to do or say has moved him from that 
attitude. 

“If you request a meeting with him 
he will reply setting forth his position 


-|and saying that Uister will not be 


moved from the constitutional posi- 
tion which she occupies under the 
existing legislation. She is satisfied 
with her present status and will on no 
account agree to any change. 

Force “ Out of the Question.” 

“On the other hand, you insist on 
Ulster coming under a united Ireland 
constitution, and, unless that is done. 
you say no further progress can be 
made. There is, therefore; an impasse 
which I do not at present see how to 
get over. Both you and Craig are 
equally immovable. To force a solution 
of the problems is out of the question, 
both on yours and his premises. 

“My conviction is that for the pres- 
ent no solution based on Ulster coming 
into the Irish state will succeed. Ulster 
will not agree and she cannot be forced, 
and any negotiating for a solution 
along these lines at present is fore- 
doomed to failure. 

Says Ulster Wil See Light. 

“I believe that it is in the interest 
of Ulster to come in and that the force 
of community interests over a period 
of years will prove so great and cdm- 
pelling that Ulster herself will decide 
to join the Irish state, but at present 
an Irish settlement only is possible if 
the hard facts are calmly faced and 
Ulster is left alone. 

“Not only will she not consent to 
come in, but even if she does the Irish 
state, I fear, will start under =e a 
handicap of internal friction an - 
cordance that the result may well 
a failure once more. 

“My strong advice to you is to leave 
Ulster alone for the present, as the only 
line along which a solution is prac- 
ticable is to concentrate on a free con.- 
stitution for the remaining twenty-six 
counties and through the su ul 
running of the Irish s€ate and through 
the pull of economic and other peace- 
ful forces eventually to bring Ulster 
into that state. 

“Wise Men Bow to Inevitable.” 

“I know how repugnant such a solu- 
tion must be to afl Irish patriots who 
look upon Irish unity as a sine qua 
non for Irish settlement. But the wise 
man, while fighting for his ideal to the 
uttermost, learns also to bow to the in- 
evitable. « 

“And humble acceptance acts often ~ 
in finally overcoming. It proved so in 
South Africa, where ultimate unity was 
realized only through several stages . 
and the process of years, and where 
the republican ideal for which we made 
such sacrifices had ultimately to give 
way to another form of freedom. 

Traveling Africa’s Road.

Dr. Grant’s Colorful Career. 


If the career of Mrs. Liydig has been 
colorful, not a whit less so is that of 
Dr. Percy Stickney Grant. He was 
born in Boston in 1860, and was gradu- 
ated from Harvard university in 1883. 
Three years later he was ordained a 
deacon, and a year after that he be- 
came a priest. | 
His firste assignment was to St. 
Mark’s Episcopal church, Fall River, 
Mass., and it was not long before his 
striking sermons began to attract na- 
tion-wide attention. He first set his 
lance against the Y. M. C. A., called it 
“narrow in scope,” and said that he 
would like to see poolrooms, card ta- 
bles, and other outlets for boyish en- 
thusiasm in every “Y” in the country. 
When he was offered the pulpit of 
Ascefision church, 5th avenue and 11th 
street, he declared that he could not 
seopeg unless the pews that were rent- 
ed at $17,000 a year were opened with- 
out charge. In this he scored a signal 


victory and the pews were thrown 
open without rental. 

He mixed in politics long enough to 
advocate Roosevelt for governor of 
New York in 1898 and he excoriated 
the rule of Tammany hall in a vigor. 
ous campaign. 

He left the parlors of society, where 
he was a favorite, and championed the 


strikers in a big textile tieup at Law- 
rence, Mass., in 1912, with views so 
liberal that he was accused of being a 
Socialist. 

He never failed to plead for free 
speech, and his slogan was “ You can: 
not change a man’s thoughts until you 
know what he is thinsxing about.” His 
Sunday night classes became famous. 

In 1900 he visited Manila as a sec- 
retary to the Rev. Henry C. Potter. 
Dr. Grant took the trip because he was 
keenly interested in spreading the 
Episcopal faith in the United States 
possessions. 

Dr. Grant was vitally interested in 
civic affairs and was an advocate of 
an “all woman’s” court, where fe 
male offenders might be given a second 
chance in life. 

Baby Left at Doorstep. 

For years he pleaded for more liberal] 
divorce laws. never thinking at the 
time that the divorce question would 
play such an important role in his own 
affairs.

CONFERENCE, 
HARDING'S PLAN

Assurance of President 
Satisfies Senate. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 13.—{Spe- 
cial }—President Harding hopes to 
have treaties of peace negotiated with 
Germany and the other central powers 
before the international conference on 
eastern issues and reduction of arma 
ments convenes in Washington next 
November. 

Although the administration is still 
silent on ithe subject of negotiations 
with the central powers which have 
followed the adoption of the peage reso- 
lution by congress, leaders in congress, 
some of whom are growing restive 
under the strain due to lack of informa- 
tion as to developments, have been 
given assurances that progress toward 


a@ peace program is being made. 


G. 0. P. Sendtors Satisfied. 


Following his talk with Senator 
Borah a few days ago, in which the 
President assured the senator | that 
there could be no cause for complain 

from any Republican faction in the 
senate when a treaty with Gérmany 
eventually is submitted for ratifica- 
tion, the tendency on Capitol hill te 
get agitated over the lack of informa- 
tion on the subject has disappeared. 

Senators who were inclined to be 
fretful over the situation have calmed 
down and are willing to permit the 
President and Secretary Hughes to 
carry their negotiations with the cen- 
tral powers to the point where the sen- 
ate will rightfully take part in the pro- 
ceedings. It is for the President to 
negotiate treaties and the senate to 
ratify them. Until there is a treaty 
the senate cannot be called upon to act. 


Silent on German Report. 


Cabled reports that a treaty with 
Germany is ready to be signed could 


| get no verification here today in offi- 


cial quarters. 

Secretary Hughes maintained his 
long silence on the subject of these 
negotiations. The President had left 
the White House for a week-end on 
the Potomac. Indications in the offi- 
cial quarters were, however, that the 
German negotiations had not reached 
a conclusion yet; and that it would be 
several weeks at least before there 
could be any announcement of their 
status. 

The President, it is said, has reason 
to be encouraged over the prospect for 
conclusion of these negotiations be- 
fore the armament conference begins. 
It is his fervent desire to have this im- 
portant phase of international relations 
settled long before the Washington 
conference if such a consummation is 
possible. 


Hungary Approves Terms.

U.S. DEFENSE ACT 
GIVES NATION A 
MILITARY POLICY 


War Bureau Satisfied 
with New Law. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 13.—[Spe- 
cial.J—“ At last, a national military 
policy,” is the title of an authorized 
statement from the war department, 
prepared by Col. John McA. Palmer 
and issued today, referring to the na- 
tional defense law, which President 
Harding has described as establishing 
“an economical and democratic mili- 
tary policy thoroughly consistent with 
our national traditions.” 
After explaining the law providing 
for a small regular army, to be aug- 
mented by trained citizen forces from 
the national guard and national army 
reserve in event of national emer- 
gency, the statement says: 


New Law Explained. 
“From the days of Washington our 
presidents from time to time have 
had occasion to point out the dan- 
gers and inconveniences arising from 
our defective military institutions, and 
to recommend the establishment by 
congress of an organized system of na- 
tional defense. Mr. Harding is the 
first of our presidents who has been 
able to announce that this legislative 
task has been performed, and that con- 
gress has at last provided an adequate 
legal sanction for the permanent or- 
ganization of the national defense. 


Power Given President. 

“Congress has settled the military 
policy of the United States and 
has prescribed that the military or- 
ganizations required at the outbreak 
of war shall be constituted by the 
President in time of peace. It grants 
the President, as constitutional com- 
mander in chief, the necessary powers 
and personnel to accomplish this or- 
ganization, leaving the details of or- 
ganization to him.

Judge Landis said all work was to 
have continued as the conditions stood 
on May 1 until his decision was made. 
The, strike was a violation of the 
agreement of the building crafts to con- 
tinue work until the time he could 
definitely settle all of the differences, 
he said. 

Judge Summons Kearney. 

As soon as the judge learned the | 
strike had been called he said he would 
not have listened to the case for a 
minute if he, had known of the strike 
before the depresentatives had come 
into his courtroom. 

“Have T. J. Kearney of the Build- 
ing Trades council settle this thing at 
once,” he ordered. “I want to see. 
Kearney myself. I'll find out whether 
there is such a thing as good faith in 
the building trades.”

BOLSHEVIK ALIBIS. 


The Russian famine is rather embarrassing to 
Citizen Lenin and his associates. Having enjoyed 
unlimited authority for four years, and having 
used it with a ruthlessness seldom, if ever, sur- 
passed, the bolshevik doctors are not highly hon- 
ored by the condition of their patient. No charge 
of “capitalist lies” can conceal this condition, 


except from a communist gathering, and the bol- 


shevik doctors are therefore forced to do a good 
deal of explaining. 

One device is to way down the extent of the 
disaster. Lenin says, with studied restraint: “In 


several Russian provinces the famine evidently 


equals that of 1891.”. 

This, while it is doubtless strictly true, does not 
present the whole truth. The extremities of fam- 
ine are confined to certain districts, but the larger 
fact Ws that there has been an enormous descent 
of Russian agricultural production. A Russian, Mr. 


Leo Pasvolsky, writing ip the Wéekly Review,. 


summarizes ‘the situation thus: 

“In 1916 the grain producing territories of that 
portion of the former Russian empire which is now 
controlled by the soviets yielded about 1,100,000,000 
poods [a pood is about thirty-six pounds] of wheat, 
rye, barley, and oats over and above the amounts 
needed for local consumption in these territories. 
During the crop year 1920-21 the food supply 
agencies of the soviet government were able to 
procure, ‘from these territories only about 280,- 
000,000 poods of grain, in many cases at the 
expense of the amounts needed for minimum local 
consumption. The tax in kind established for the 
current crop year in the place of the system of 
requisitions/ which existed last year calls for only 
240,000,000 poods, yet Lenin has already stated 
that there is reason to believe that the actual 
amounts gathered will be ‘several tens of millions 
of poods under the original figure.’ 

“In other words, under the soviet régime Russia 
ean scarcely yield 20 per cent of the amount of 
foodstuffs she yielded normally under the imperial 
régime, for distribution to the portions of the 
country which do not raise their own food supply 
and for exportation abroad.” | 


For this situation the bolshevik apologists [we 
quote Lenin] blame “ seven years of war—first the 
imperialist war and then civil wars which were 
imposed upon the workers and peasants by the 
landlords and capitalists of all countries.” 

How much is this excuse worth? Is Russia the 
only country that has ever fought external and 
internal, wars? Did the fighting of these wars 
result in the breakdown of domestic efficiency and 
bring millions to starvation? ' 

These questions answer themselves. Every people 
has suffered from wars. Many have fought back 
invaders. But they have accomplished this with- 
out internal collapse. The United States had a 
civil war which lasted four years without starving 
its people. Revolutionary France fought off all 
the armies of the continent and kept on raising 
food and clothing and all necessaries. 

Of course, Russia has suffered from war, but war 
energizes the productive functioning of well or- 
ganized nations, increasing production and raising 
efficiency. Russia is one of the richest countries 


“ on the globe in its natural resources. Under any 


practical organization it can produce not only all 
its own people could possibly consume, but in 
addition an enormous surplus for reserves and for 
export. Even under the inefficient czarist bureauc- 
racy it accomplished this, in war and peace. But 
the bol®hevik régime has brought about famine. 

Another bolshevik alibi is the drought. How 
much is this excuse worth? A good part of Europe 
has been experiencing drought. Even in America 
the crops have been reduced heavily. Furthermore, 
the drought in Russia has been restricted to certain 
areas. The vast agricultural districts of Siberia 
have not suffered from it. A good part of the 
Ukrainian and South Russian districts have not 
been seriously affected. 

No, the bolshevik alibis do not stand the test of 
examination. The collapse of Russian agricultural 
production cannot be charged to war or drought. 
It is the result of the policies and methods of 
ivenin and his associate doctrinaires. It is the 
fruit of an experiment which ignored and defied 
the basic instincts and motives of normal! hu- 
manity. 

To illustrate: Bolshevik policy at first divided 
the peasants [agriculturists or farmers, as we call 
them] into three classes—the rich, the middle, and 
poor, classifying the former especially as “ petit 
bourgeois,” and therefore enemies. It tried to 
organize the poor, that is,.the landless and least 
efficient, as the “ village poverty,” which, with the 
aid of the industrial proletarian dictatorship, was 
to expropriate and rule the well to do farmers. 

The resistance of the latter was naturally vi 
ous and effectual, and Lenin has been forced to 
make concession after concession, trying various 


schemes to get them to accept and work into his : tion and of release from harsh realities. Let us

In this doctrinaire attempt the problem was, first, 
to induce the farmers to raise a surplus necessary 
for the town proletariat and for reserves, and, 
second, to get hold of that surplus.

The democratic peoples of western Europe and 
America, observing the system ~ dictatorship of 
the proletariat and its inevitable results, will not 
be filled with a desire to copy it. Lenin may 
appeal to “ the toiling industrial workers and agfi- 
culturists of the world” to rise against “ capitalist 
oppression,” but the answer to his rhetoric is the 
cry for bread of starving millions. A cry for bread 
from agricultural Russia is a sardonic comment 
on the high flown claims to world reformi put forth 
'by Lenin and his Red International. 


‘MORAL EQUIVALENTS FOR 
| DRINK. 


The pessimist view of prohibition is founded on 
‘the theory that there is an inherent craving in. 
‘normal human nature for some form of intoxicant. 

Without giving serious weight to this theory, it 
is worth while, in recognizing.the attractions of 
alcoholic beverages as stimulant or anodyne, to 
consider whether there are not wholesome equiva- 
lents. The search for a substitute for the saloon, 
the so-called “ poor man’s club,”” was never success- 
ful because it did not supply what the drinker of 
alcohol got from liquor, which was in general a 
heightened sensation of life or a relief from de- 
pression. 
| This was obtained temporarily and often at an 
inordinate price. It was obtgined by poisoning the 
physical system in some dégree and sometimes by 
poisoning the whole moral nature. 


It would be a very dark view of human life which 
should contend that this process is necessary. The 
late William James once wrote a suggestive essay 
on “the moral equivalent of war.”’ It began not 
by denying but by conceding the moral values of 
war and its influence in stimulating the highest 
qualities of character, courage, unselfishness, etc.; 
it pointed out to pacifists that they would get no- 
where by denying these facts. The way to deal 
with this aspect of war, said James, is to supply 
a moral equivalent for the heroic appeal of war. 
The high soul craves adventure, danger and even 
self-sacrifice; but these may be found in the con- 
structive activities of mankind, the life of the 
fisherman, the lumberjack, the miner.

Prohibition has already produced substantial eco- 
nomic and social benefits, and not the least of 
these, we believe, is the forcing of men to turg to 
better forms of recreation and relaxation. ‘We 
should like to see our people turning to exercise and 
sports on the widest scale. We think our schools, 
colleges and universities ought to take the lead in 
this direction even more than they do. College sport 
is not as democratic as it ought to be. In this con-/|

SYMPTOMS OF PELLAGRA. 


ELLAGRA generally begins with a 
sore mouth, indigestion and bodily 
and mental weakness and fatigue. 
The tongue is pointed at the edges. 
It may be sore. » here may be red 
patches and fissures. There is a feeling 
of burning which ruhs down the throat 
from the mouth and into the stomach. 


In the more typical cases the skin 
shows patches of sunburn. 


The sunburnt appearance is typical, 
though its distribution may not be. If 


it,comes on the back of the hands and 


wrists it may form a wristband ex- 
tending around the arm. It may form a 
collar around the neck. In fact, the so- 
called Casal’s collar is one of the best 
known skin pictures. It develops on the 
front of the chest. This location is not 
reserved for those who wear lbw neck 
gowns or waists with triangular open- 
ings in front and above. In/ther words, 
while the eruption looks like sunburn 
and is in the sunburn locations, When one 
bores into the case he finds there has 
been rf exposure to sun or not enough to 
account for the burn or that the burn 
is not entirely right for a sunWurn as to 
location and shape.

Goldberger says that as a rule there is 
constipation and no one has see any 
more of the disease than has this expert. 
Nevertheless many cases have diarrhea 
and some have foamy diarrhea sim- 
ilar to that of sprue. Some cases have 
a burning which seems to extend from 
the.mouth throughout the intestinal 
tract, which is accompanied by diarrhea 
and a brassy odor. Mental weakness 
and mild delirium characterize certain 
cases. 

In the last several years when the dis- 
ease seemed to be getting milder the 
proportion of atypical cases seemed to 
be increasing. There were cases with- 
out delirium or other nervous symptoms. 
Other cases had no diarrhea. Still oth- 
ers had no eruption. In fact there 
seemed to be no landmark present in all 
cases, 

As a rule pellagra cases develop in 
May, June, July, and August. They be- 
gin to clear up in September. The symp- 
toms may disappear entirely in cold 
weather and return the next spring. The 
percentage of recurrences the following 
season is said to be five. 

In recent years only 10 per cent of the 
cases die. Ten years ago 60 per cent 
died. This difference is more apparent 
than real, since mild cases were seldom 
diagnosed ten years ago. Nevertheless, 
since the disease is regarded as so deadly 
and since nine cases out of ten get well, 
there are a multitude of pellagra cases. 

When it comes to treatment the sheet 
anchor is good food—plenty of good 
fresh meat, fresh milk, good butter, 
eggs, cheese, bread, and vegetables. 
Goldberger says fifty years ago Roussel 
made this statement as to pellagra: 


Ry Dr. W. A. Evans.] 
“ Without dietetic measures all remedies 
fail.” 
Removal to a cold climate is helpful. 
Symptoms are to be met by the physi- 
cian.

The same thing occurs with any 
other sound, whether heat or gases are 
present or not. It will also occur if the 
source of the noise is stationary and the 
observer moves rapidly past it. I make 
no claims to being a scientist, but my 
explanation would be that the sound 
waves reach your ears at shorter inter- 


‘} vals when the whistle is moving rapidly 


toward you, or you are moving rapidly 
toward the whistle, and vice versa, and 
the difference in pitch as ascertained by 
your ears depends upon the intervals 
between the sound waves. 

Mr. Maxim apparently did better in 
answering Edison's questions than his 
own.

Frainey comparatively unknown in 
tournament circles, and a player of 
only five years’ experience, was not 
counted strong enough to hold his more 
experienced opponent, but the dope 
went woefully awry. 

Frainey Skillful Player. 

Physically Frainey ranges about 6 
feet 2 inches, but his golfing skill rose 
to greater heights, and his play in the 
afternoon was quite as fine as the best 
produced in preceding years. Although 
not well known in golf circles, Tom at- 
tained prominence as center for the 
Illinois Athletic club basketball team. 

Hartman after a well played morn- 
ing round slumped in the afternoon, 
and after the fourth hole the match 
became a rout, as George net seven of 
the next eight holes. 

A crowd of 1,200 otewed. the match 
in the afternoon, and with Steve Wha- 
len in charge and Ted Lloyd as referee 
the crowd was handled as'well ag any 
final ever played in Chicago. 

With an approximated 4 on the third 
hole, Frainey had a card of 69, as they 
played out the bye holes. 


‘Two Down at Noon. : 


The outgoing round in the morning 
found Hartman 1 up. Frainey lost the 
fourth hole by driving into the bushes, 
the seventh by overplaying his second 
shot into the lagoon, and the ninth by 
again finding the bushes. Against this, 
he had a birdie 3 on the third hole, but 
he was not going as steadily as the 
champion. 

Hartman increased his lead to 2 up at 
the eleventh hole, just missing a 3. 
Frainey pitched three feet from the pin 
at the thirteenth and holed for a birdie

but on the next he sank a sixty foot 
putt for a 3, Hartman having put his 
second into the road. 


Hartman Shoots 72. 


Hartman drove the

Frainey Begins Fast Work.

Until I could see some hope of avoiding 
disaster it was impossible to banish the mis- 
givings. Even if Gaunt recovered his senses 
in time to pack up for England before any 
more harm was done he still could not undo 
the harm of having unsettled the foundations 
of this little savage’s mind: it was likely 
enough that he had given her a distaste for 
the simpler appeal of her scowling sweet- 
heart; it was even possible that, by lighting 
a fire in her and not feeding it, he would 
compel the flames to lick their way, in tenta- 
tive exploration, until they found something 
else to consume. 

If, on the other hand, Gaunt allowed him- 
self to be swept away, blind and mad, realiz- 
ing his madness and rushing on indifferent 
to it, there would be bodily disaster and 
sordid tragedy for Bianca’s portion, spiritual 
disaster and remorse for his own; that he 
could protect himself from the vengeance of 
the girl’s family and friends by carrying her 
to distant security, I was ready to assume, 
though any general survey of his risks could 
not overlook the hundredth chance that he 
might be followed across Europe and left 
with a knife between his ribs. 


If ever it were worth a man’s while to 
break head or heart against such obstacles, 
it was not worth while with poor little Bianca 
as sole prize. As I grew to know her better 
I did indeed realize that beauty of ugliness 
which had first excited Gaunt’s artistic inter- 
est; I am prepared to go further and to say 


. that I discovered in it a sinister attraction. 


In the portrait—and it is the sole merit of 
that unsatisfactory work—Gaunt contrived 
to bring out what I thought then and believe 
more strongly now to have been the essence 
of Bianca: the pure animal in the guise of 
woman which led him to-christen her a 
daughter of Pan. Religion and some rudi- 
mentary education affected, indeed, to bind 
her ac least with ropes of sand; but I always 
felt that these conventions, in which at heart 
she did not believe, obscured the essentia! 
Bianca as her conventional clothes blurred 
the outline of her animal body. When first 
I saw her, voraciously gobbling chocolates 
and stispiciously clutching the box, I likened 
her to a wolf fm the early stages of domestica- 
tion by food; but, as I observed her day after 
day for a month, she seemed, in every move- 
ment that revealed her nature, to shed domes- 
tication, like a haif tamed dog that from afar 
hears the forgotten, ancestral pack in cry 
until in the tense, thunderous atmosphere of 
the day and moment when Marshall Gaunt's 
lips met hers, she stood forth bare and nin 
cumbered as the animaf spirit...

PAN BROILING OF MEATS. 


w™ ROILING has been described as a 
method of roasting applied to 
LU thin pieces of meat. In real 
roas-ing, and real broiitng. the 
meat is exposed to the direct rays of 
the fire, which soon encrusts its sur- 
face in a desirable fashion, yet should 
exposure to the fierce rays of the fire 
continue for long, that crust would be 
too thick and too dry. 
Therefore, in broiling a steak as in 
spit roasting, the surfaces of the meat 


' gre turned frequently to and from the 


fire, until the desirable sort of a crust 
is formed. Then the.meacx ts put far- 
ther away from the heat to finish, or 
the fire is lowered. 

There are profound reasons, based 
on much of experience and, finally, 
much of learning, why a piece of meat 
should be cooked in this fashion. Primi- 
tive people fastened meat to a stick, 
and learned their lesson. Then came 
invention, and irom workers made 
unique instruments whereby a man or 
womah could be released from the task 


- of holding a piece of meat to the coals 


or turing it before the fire until it was 
cooked through. 


he impecuniary contemporaries of 
those who could afford the fine devices, 


tied their meat to a twine string, which 
could be put near the fire at first, and 
farther away, after a little, by means 
of different hooks in mantel or beam. 
As every one knows, a twine string 
twists and untwists, and we might 
roast meat before an open fire in that 


' way today, with a pan underneath to 


catch the melting fat and some sort 
of a dipping instrument to baste ic 
back over the meat. 

We might institute much the same 
sort of @ comparison between pan 
broiling and oven baking that has been 
instituted concerning brofling on the 
gridiron and spit roasting. In the 
panning and baking of course, the 
meat’ is never exposed to the direct 


3 ftays of the fire, but it rests on some- 


thing hot, and is in a hot atmosphere. 
That something must be hot at the 
start, to sear the surface Of the MC2t 
to be cooked, but the fire used for the 
heating is too hot to finish the work 
of cooking the meat, which work 
should be done slowly. 


Following a lengthy description of 
just how to broil, an expert gave the 
following description of how to pan 


broil: 

“Pan broiling means to broil in a 
hot pan in place of over the coals. It 
should not be confused with frying, 
sautéing, or any such’ method. The | 
hot pan should be rubbed with a piece 
of fat just as the broiler is greased | 
to keep the steak from sticking, and | 
the steak broiled in it precisely as de- | 
scribed for broiling over the coals. 
The pan should be extremely hot at 
the first, the steaks seared on both 
sides, then allowed to cook more slow- 
ly, but turned every ten counts as care- 
fully as over the coals. | 
“In lifting it, put the fork in the 
extreme end of the steak, if a fork | 
must be used. Any fat that runs out 
ef the steak in cooking should be 
poured off in order to prevent the) 
fried look 


is sautéd in its own fat.” 
The Correct Way to Fry. 

One of the domestic science teachers 
of the country, who probably realized 
that people would not easily, nor per- 
haps ever, give up the habit of calling 
meat cooked in a frying pan “ fried,” 


“ Meat which 
is thus intelligently and-skillfully fried 
is just as digestible in the average 


toothsomeness of the meat.” 
A Correctly Cooked Steak. — 

These quotations seem to me to 
represent clear thinking on this sub- 
ject, and to “think without confusion 
clearly ” on the subject of the relation 
of “se to foods, in any form of cook- 
ing, has proved itself to be an enor- 
mously difficult human task.

A-correctly and soon cooked steak, 
instead of being less in volume than 
the raw meat, should have practically 
the same volume, because the water 
in it has been slowly turned to steam, 
and makes the steak puffy and elastic, 
just as steam is one of the things that 
puffs up the bread and cake. Bread 
and cake are all the better, in generai, 
for being ptt into a hot oven, but 
if the cooking is at a high tempera- 
ture a stiff crust soon forms, and the 
steam which forms is kept condensed 
and cannot puff through. 

In a cake or bread of some size, 
the steam will break through, and 
everybody knows what a loaf of cake 
or bread lool like when the steam 
has split its way out. A new surface 
forms between the split edges when 
the cake has been in the oven long 
enough to be almost done. This erust 
will be lighter in shade than the rest 
of the top. The cake will be undesir- 
ably dry, and a steak cooked in a sim- 
lar way will be dried out. 

To Prepare a Steak for Cooking. 

It is only within recent years that 
housewives have learned to trim a 
chop or steak neatly, and perhaps 
shape it so that it may be served on 
toast or be dressed up in some pretty 
way with vegetables, for an elegant 
plate. In most cases some of the 
fat should be pared off, but the steak 
should not be too closely trimmed. 
When correctly cooked this fat is 
palatable and of high efficiency as an 
energy food. It is wicked to waste 
it as is generally done. Each cut 
needs some different attention. and 
steaks may be larded as well as roasts. 
The butcher usually does the larding, 
but there are advantages in doing it 
at home other than those pertaining 
to the more perfect seasoning.

| Chicago’s transportation facilities that _ 


the use of motor cars, instead of cre- 
ating the greatest time and money 


saving in history, is growing to be a 


positive handicap in conpested dis- 
tricts. Transportation engineers, look- 
ing a few years ahead, agree that the 
city’s entire street trafic system must 
undergo @ complete change and ex- 
pansion never before dreamed of if it 
ts to meet the growing demand for mo- 

The authorities point out a number 
of changes that can be made immedi- 
ately and at Uttle expense in order to 
improve trafic . Firat is 
the development of a city-wide system 
of right of way streets to help carry 
the load, streets protected against dan- 
gerous cross traffic ke those already 
in service under the “ Boulevard Stop ” 
ordinance. Construction of additional 
right of way streets leading north 
west and south to connect with Cook

It is right that the importance 
given the subject should be serious in 
character. The following paragraphs 
written by Jacques Seligmann and pub- 
lished in the New York Times are de- 
voted to the most reasonable side of 
this tariff matter, that against a tax 
on art. 

“It is with the keenest interest that 
France’s artists and dealers in art are 
waiting for the schedule of the new 
tariff which the United States is about 
to adopt. I will try to explain why a 
taxation on works of art, executed 
more than 100 years ago, would be a 
grave and deplorable mistake. 

“ Considering that taxation on works 
of art was abolished, thanks not only 
to the arguments persistently presented 
by the American artists, but also to the 
able backing of the press, I believe that 
it might interest the public to know the 
wisdom of this decision and how and to 
what extent it benefited the United 
States. To make my meaning quite 
clear, let me first say that when we 
speak of art creations we have in mind 
two distinct classifications. One com- 
prises paintings, watercolors, etchings, 
engravings, etc., and the other includes 
what we speak of as works. of art 
and covers all other art productions, ex- 
clusive of paintings, etc. 

“Up to the time of the free importa- 
tion of works of art hardly any were 
purchased by American patrons, as 
they probably did not relish paying for 
them from 50 to 80 per cent in excess of 
their cost outside of the United States. 
Thus it was that in the homes of the 
wealthy art patrons could be seen the 
best paintings by all the great artists 
the world has produced, but in the 
most incongruous surroundings. From 
the day this taxation was abolished, 
the finest works of art were sent to the 
United States and found ready pur.- 
chasers. 

“The late J. P. Morgan, who up to 
that time had kept his great collection 
in London, immediately had it sent to 
America® I am well qualified to men- 
tion this, because Mr. Morgan requested 
me to take charge of the removal of 
his collection from London, and be- 
cause I had been for many years be- 


“ Collectors of works of art, from the 
day this free importation was estab- 
lished, increased from year to year. 
That it was beneficial to my firm and 
others in my business is self-evident, 
but even more was it beneficial to the 
American public and in a manner 
which the legislators never dreamed 
of. Great collections, such as made by 
Mr. Morgan, Isaac D. Fletcher, Henry 
C. Frick, Benjamin Altman, and many 
others, representing a value of millions 
on millions of dollars, were bequedthed 
to the nation. 


“These collections and gifts wero 
only made possible by the suppression 
of the tax on works of art. 

“Other great collections, such as 
were made by George Blumenthal, Jo- 
seph Widener, and Henry Goldman 
will in all probability also go to the 
great American museums. If the in- 
trinsic value of those collections could 
be ascertained and their total value 
compared with the results obtainei 
from taxaticn under the old régime, 
iny contentions would be — be- 
yond doubt. 

“Trance, whose financial difficulties 
are very great at present, has recently 
made the fatal mistake of placing ex- 
port taxation on works of art, not 
realizing how little it will help. Should 
your country follow this unwise lead 
and add an import tax, it would com- 
pletely defeat its own ends and only 
keep out of the United States the 
works of art which are a €ource of 
great pleasure to the American public, 
end one of the most necessary factors 
to the artistic 
country. 

“Observe that it is since the sup- 
pression of the tax on works of art 
that great museums have been created 
in many of the cities of your country; 
the influence it has had, not only on 
the education, also on the higher 
quality of manufactured articles, is 
not to be denied. I have watched with 
great interest the creation and growth 
of these museums, and it has been a 
great pleasure to me to contribute 
modestly my shere by gifts to many of 
them. Readers of this article may 
have seen the famous French desk 
which belonged to Louis XVI., and 
which I offered to the Metropolitan 
museum: also the very rare and early 
gold-woven tapestry.

_ But this is not the only voice to be 
heard in the matter. The American 
Federation of Arts has taken its stand 
against the proposal to revive the tariff 
on importation of art. The resolutions 


which follow were adopted unanimous- 


ly by the delegates at the federation 
and presented to the ways and means 
committee of the house: 


“Whereas, this federation ds com- 
posed of 273 chapters, located in al- 
most every state in the Union and in- 
cluding practically all the art museums 
and important art societies of ‘the 
United States; and 

“ Whereas, this federation took an 
active part in the nation-wide effort 
that resulted, in the year 1909, in re- 
moving the duty upon all art except 
art less than twenty years old; and 

“ Whereas, the act of congress of 
1913 in removing the tariff upon art 
less than twenty years old has, in the 
opinion of this federation, done more 
to promote a knowledge of contem- 
porary art and to stimulate an interest 
in fine arts generally than any other 
one thing, and has encouraged the 
founding of new museums and the 
growth of museums already in exist- 
ence; now, therefore, it is 

“ Resolved, that a tariff on paintings, 
sculpture, and original art generaily 
would seriously interfere with the edu- 
cational work of art musemus and art 
institutions in the country, and that a 
duty on original works of art would be 
in effect a tax on institutions engaged 
in educational work.

More alive is the next item of inter- 
est. During the season just coming to 
a close American art and Americano 
artists have been ably represented 
abroad. At both the Salon des Beaux-

cais, the American works formed the 
strongest foreign group shown. The 
criticisms passed upon the paintings 
and pieces of sculpture by the ablest of 
the French critics were more than fa- 
vorable—in fact, praise for the great 
majority of the work was not stinted. 
The all-American exhibit at the Gal- 
eries Georges Petit was also received 
with enthusiastic approval by the 
critics. 

A word in detail as to the kind of 
praise given is not out of place. Re- 
membering such American masters as 
Whistler, Sargertit, Walter Gay, and 
others, one critic says: “The American 
exhibitors of today. bring us notes 
which, if not precisely new, are more 


advanced, more in ture with the pres- 
ent hour, without entirely tumbling 
into the insupportable folly of those 
would-be geniuses [cubists and futur- 
ists], who would like to force doctrinal 
acéeptance of that which is only the 
repulsive confirmation of their absolute 
ignorance.”

Philosophy Hall 
of New St. Mary’s 
to Open in Fall 
By Rev. Gardner MatW horter. 


OW many Chicagoans are aware 

Of the fact’that $10,000,000 uni- 
versity is now being built with- 

in forty miles of Chicago? On 

the wooded shores: of beautiful St. 
Mary’s lake, a mile and half south of 
the quaint little village of Liberty- 
, Ville at Area, Ill, ,the stately colonia! 


structures of St. Mary’s of the Lake 
university are rapidly rising to comple- 
tion. On a 1,000 acre tract of the 
most beautiful land in western Lake 
county half a dozen of the principal 
buildings of the university are near- 
ing completion, including a large dor- 
mitory with three wings, the refectory, 
the philosophy hall, and the main 
power plant. 

Announcement has recently been 
made by the Most Rev. George W. Mun- 
delein, archbishop of the Roman Cath- 
olic archdiocese of Chicago, that the
